MAN OIL, ANT SPIRITS AND OTHER 
CURIOUS THINGS USED. 


Those Who Use Them Firmly Believe In 


Prices.

Without saying a word or moving a 
muscle to indicate astonishinent at this 
singular request the clerk took the vial 
and disappeared behind the prescription 
case. In s moment be reappeared, and, 
banding the vial back, remarked in an 
indifferent tone: 
“Ninety centa.” 
asked to tell something about 
the traffic in the fat of human beings 
the clerk grinned. 

“I gave the fellow two ounces of sim- 
ple cerate and charged a fancy price to 
impress him with the genuineness of the 
‘man fat, said be. "I see no harm in 
the deception. The fellow has unbound- 
ed faith in the virtuves of man oil, and he 
wouldn't be bappy until he believed he 
had some. If I didn't sell him some, he 
would find a druggist whowould. The 
simple cerate will do him just as much 
good as man cil, We often have calls for 
remedies as absurd as this. We always 
fill them—ont of the simple cerate bot- 
tle if it be an oil, or some otber harm-

of various unusual remedies. In tbe 


Swedish settlements man oil is believed 
to have marvelous virtues in aches and 
pains when applied externally. Over in 


| the stockyards region and ju the south- 


west portion of the city dog's grease is 
held in high repute as a specific for con- 
Zumption. The men in charge at the dog 
pound declare a great many of the dogs 
that come to an untimely end in the 
death chamber there are converted into 
a saperior article of cod liver oil for the 
use of consumptives. They declare that 
a number of ‘‘doctors'’ regularly visit 
the pound and select nice, fat dogs, 
which are slaughtered by the attendants, 
to be rendered into oil for the alleged 
physicians’ patients. Not only this, but 
the patients themselves often send rela- 
tives or friends to the pound to get dogs 
for this purpose. Usually the attendants 


| kill and dress the dogs, receiving a 


small fee for their trouble. Sometimes 


the dogs are taken away to be killed. | 


One dealer said he usually got from half 


a gallon to a gallon of oil from a dog; | 


that the grease resembled lard oil in ap- 
pearance; that the oil had no disagree- 


able odor if the dog was young; that 


the dose was a tablespoonfal three times 
aday. An interesting feature brought 
out was that after a person had once used 
dog’s grease other remedies would bave 
no effect whatever on him. 

Out on Milwaukee avenue rainworm 
oil and ant spirits are held in high re 
pute. The druggists have frequent calls 
for these remedies and they always fill 
the prescriptions, the former out of the 
olive oil bottle and the latter with alcohol 
slightly colored. “The Germans believe 
both remedies are valuable for external 
use for all sorts of aches and pains, in- 
cluding rheumatism. The ant spirits are 
also taken internally. In a standard 
German acopeia, Dr. H. Hager. in 
the edition for 1876, gives a formula for 
making the ant spirita The directions 
given axe to take ten parts of ants to two 
parts of alcohol The ingredients are to 
be rubbed in a mortar and left to stand 
for two days. The resulting colorless 
liquid is then ready for use for rheuma- 
tism, paralysis und the like 

Snake oil is regularly quoted in some 
drug price lists A man named Schuh 
at Cairo, Ills., is engaged in its manu- 
facture. John Jones of Phenix, A. T. 
devotes his entire time to the manufac- 
ture of rattlesnake oil, for which he 
gets $42 pound, the purchaser to pay 
express charges. Snake coil is reputed to 
be valuable for rheumatism. He comes 
to the city occasionally to work up 
trade. 

Skunk oil is in considerable demand, 
also for rheumatism. The skunk oil is 
obtained from the skunk farms, where 
the animals are bred for their skins. 
Belief in these remedies is often found 
among American born people. 

In all parts of the city there is a 
good trade in love powders, the pur- 
chasers usually being of the servant girl 
class. 

“When a girl comes in after ‘love 
powders,’ said a drug clerk on North 
State street who often has occasion to 
fill such orders, I give her a little sug- 
ar of milk, which is absolutely innoon- 
ous, if she wants it for herself, and tell 
her totake two doses a day. If she 
wants it for her fellow,“ she usually 
asks for the magic drug in the shape of 
candy. In that case I give her some 
worm lozenges. The drugs must give 
satisfaction, for the orders are fre- 
quently refilled.'’—Chicago Tribune. 


Genesis of Cotton In America. 

The first planting of cotton seed in the 
colonies was in the Carolinas in the 
year 1621, when seeds were planted as 
an experiment ina garden. Winthrop 
says that in 1643 men fell to the 
manufacture of cotton, whereof we have 
great stores from Barbados. In 1736 it 
was cultivated in the gardens along 
Chesapeake bay, especially in the vi- 
cinity of Baltimore, and at the open- 
ing of the Revolution it was a garden 
plant in New Jersey and New York, 
but its real value seems to have been al- 
most unknown to the planters up to 
abont 110 years ago—St. Louis Re- 
public.

THE BREAD OF THE WORLD.” 


after eating it awhile one acquires quite 
a taste for it. It is less nutritious than 
that of wheat. In the poorer parts of 
Sweden the people bake their rye bread 
only twice a year and store it away, so 
that eventually i¢ is as hard as bricks. 

Farther north still barley and oats be- 
come the chief bresd corn. But in the 
distinct north is where man is put to 
thought to provide himself with bread. 
In Lapland if a man trusted tograin he 
would starve, so the people eke out 
their scanty store of oats with the inner 
bark of the pine, and after grinding this 
mixture it is made into large flat cakes, 
which, after all, are not half bad. 

In dreary Kamchatka the pine or 
birch bark by itself, well ground, pound- 
ed and baked, constitutes the whole of 
the native bread food. Bread and butter 
is represented by a dough of pine bark 
spread with seal fat. In certain parts of 
Siberia the people not only grind the 
pine bark, but cut off the tender shoots, 
which procedure must give the bread an 
unpleasantly resinous flavor. 

In Iceland the lichen is scraped off the 
rock, made into bread puddings and put 
into soup. In Russia and China buck- 
wheat is pressed into service. It makes 
a palatable bread, though of a dark vio- 
let tinge. 

In Italy and Spain chestnots are cook- 
ed, ground into meal and used for bread 
and soup thickening. Millet furnishes a 
white bread in Arabia, Egypt and India. 
This grain is credited with being the 
very first used in breadinaking. 

Rice bread is still the staple food of 
the Chinese, Japanese and Indians. 

In the Indian archipelago the starchy 
pith of the sago palm is made into bread, 
and in parts of Africa the natives use a 
certain root for the same purpose. 


Saved by a Shot. 

Sir George Yule of the Indian civil 
service was a mild, sweet natured man, 
but a mighty hunter, who had killed 
hundreds of boars and shot tigers on foot 
and from horse and elephant. Sir Ed- 
ward Braddon, in his Thirty Years of 
Shikar, tells of Sir George's narrow 
escape from death in an encounter with 
a tiger. 

He was standing outside of a jungle 
from which a tiger was being driven by 
beaters. The tiger came from the jungle 
within a few feet of the spot where Yule 
stood and rushed at him. He had only 
time to bring his rifle up to his hip and 
fire as the beast sprang upon him, 
knocking him to the groond, smashing 
in his sun helmet and tearing his shoul- 
der and chest. 

The tiger was dead when it reached 
the ground, killed by the chance shot so 
coolly fired.

Dr. Kinzer Re-elected 


As President of.the Maryland Meth- 
odist Protestant Conference. 

The sixty-eighth session of the Mary- 
land Annual Conference; Methodist Pro- 
testant Church, began Wednesday at Al- 
nntt Memorial Church, corner of Chester 
and Lombard streets, Baltimore. 

The conference comprises 123 charges 
in Maryland, the District of Columbia, 
Delaware, Virginia, Southern Penneyl- 
yanis and a few in New Jersey. Last 
year its charcb members numbered 21,- 
333; Sunday Schools, 257; officers and 
teachers, 2,873; pupils, 22,813; churches, 
268; parsonages, 82; and value of church 
property, $1,181,175, on which there was 
a debt of $99,111 

A YEAR'S PROGRESS. 


President J. D Kirzer read the report 
of the year’s work. 

New churches were built and paid for 
at Clayton. Harrington, Sussex, Bedford, 
Bethel, Fox Hill aud Fai:fax charges; 
churches are building at Franklin City, 
Potomac, Conquest, and Prince G -orge’s 
circuits. 

Improvements costing nearly as much 
as new buildings were male at Clayton, 
Pittsville and Kent Island. Evergreen 
Chureb, in the northern snburbs of Bal- 
timore, was built, and North Baltimore, 
Christ and Brooklyn Churches were 
completed and opened. 

Revivals have added hundreds to 
church membership, Sunday Schools 
bave been improve and four Sunday- 
school conventions have been held. 
Christian endeavor societies have been 
active. 

As the result of the year the president 
reported as fuilows, according to tbe fig- 
ores furnished by the pastors: Conver- 
sions, 3,326; accessions. 3,135; Christian 
Endeavor societies, 190; members of 
these societies, 7,014; raised for charch 
and parsonaze baildings and improve- 
ments, $40,297. 

Ile mentioned the death of four con- 
ference members, including Revs. James 
K. Nicholls. ot Johnsville, Mad.; Daniel 
W. Bal es, Edesville. Md; John W. Charl- 
ton, L'e Mont, Va, and Thomas E. Coul- 
bout u, secretary of the foreign mission 
board, who died at Pittston, Pa. Men- 
tion was also made in the report of the 
deaths of Mrs. J. T. Murray and Mra. J. 
E. Maloy, wives of preachers. 

PRESIDENT KINZER RE ELECTED 

Dr. Kinzer was given the unusual bon- 
or of being elected for the fifth success- 
ive term as president of the conference, 
receiving 124 of the 171 votes cast. Pre- 
viously the term of office was three 
years, by custom, but the present pre- 
siding officer's popularity led to his re 
election for the fourth and fifth terms. 
Next year he must retire to the ranks 
egain, as the holding of the presid2ncy 
is limited to |. ve years.

REPORT OF GRAND JURY. 


A Searching Investigation Made By 
That Body. 

“The committee appointed to visit the 
Alms House, consisting of Messrs. R. B. 
Taintor, Joseph 8. Hearn and Thaddeus 
Langadale, found the house in good con- 
dition. The inmates, their clothing, 
rooms and beds were neat and clean, 
and much improvement has been made 
in the out buildings. The stoch, poultry 
and all surroundings presented the ap- 
pearance of being kept by a first-class 
farmer. The report is probably made so 
flattering by the substantial dinner pro- 
vided for the committee by Mr. T. P. 
Fletcher. 

“The jury in a Lody examined the jail 
and we are fran- t» say tat the accom- 
modations at that retreat are not as in- 
vitingas they might be, and no visitor 
would wish to stay there willingly. The 
bedding in the three @ lis examined is 
absolutely wWorthlese—a straw iunturso 
on the bare four, with a dirty, dark col 
orel Llanket being the ouly faruiture. 
As patties contigge! ta these vels and 
awaiting trial are net convicts. it Beets 
only Immanity tə aceon! them better 
treatment. There would be bat lutle 
trouble in hrung at leas: a -mall bed 
stead aid a chair or tao, with proper 
bed covering fur tach roou; and some 
provision should also be male by which 
prisoners might wast themselves and 
keep clean. We found four men each in 
two cells, and only one mattress, about 
four feet wide, for these men to sleep on, 
and but a single plece of cuvering. The 
walls of the cells were apparently re 
cently whitewashed. We would snygest 
that these examinations be mada without 
notice to the jailer, by some committee 
to be appointed by the court or by the 
county commissioners. Walls cf the 
cells also need repairs badly and same 
should be made as early as possible. 

“The court house is in good condition 
throughout, and when the new matting 
is pot on the balls—provided fur by the 
savings at this term of court—it will in- 
deed be a thing of beauty if not a joy 
forever. 

“We woull aso suggest that some 
means be provided by which the law 
confining persons to jail for six months 
at hard labor could be properly executed | 
or those having the ma ter under their 
charge punished. There is bat little 
punishment in sendinga worthless negro 
to jail to be fed and housed by the coun- 
ty doring the cold months of winter, and | 
there is no disgrare in it for him. | 

“We would also suggest that in future | 
the calling of constables to testify before | 
grand juries be omitted. The constables 
are apparently blind men, as nota single | 
ore of them had noticed any violation of 
law; and N really only adds to said yio- | 
lations to have them come befor: us. 
Their witness fee seems to be the lead- | 
ing inducement to be present. 

“The roads, in general, are fairly at- 
tended to the greater portion of the 
county, but in Tyaskin district they are 
said to need attentiog. 

“We expected to havean exceedingly 
short session, but-the many violations of 
the liquor law in and around Salisbury 
bave demanded most of our attention; 
the result of our labors will show for 
theneelves in the near future, and we 
bope to merit and receive the thanks of 
the intelligent and law-abiding people of 
this entire community. We have found 
only thirty-seven indictments, which | 
shows conclusively to the other counties 
what a law abiding community we are.” 


Colonel Haghkit Dead. 


Easton, Md., March 30 Colonel 
Thomas Hugblett, clerk of the Circuit 
Court for Talbot County, died at his resi- | 
dence in Easton this evening, after an 
illness of several weeks. He suffered 
from stomach troubles. Colonel Hugh- | 
lett was born May 5, 1826,in Dorchester 
county. He was the youngest son of 
Colonel William Haghlett, who had targe 
business affairs in this and adjoining 
counties. He was a graduate of Prince- 
ton, and for years has occupied a high 
position in business, social, poliical and 
church affairs. ile was a member of the | 
Board of County Commissioners before | 
the war, and was a member of the School 
Board twenty years ago. He was ap 
pointed fish commissioner for the East- 
ern Shore, by Governor Carroll. In 
January 1884, he was appointed clerk of | 
the Circuit Court to fill out the unexpir- 
ed term of J. Frank Turner, who had re- 
signed to become comptroller df the State 
and in 1885 he was elected over Leon- 
idas Dodson, his republican opponent, 
and re-elected in 1891 over Martin M. 
Higgins.

Intensive Farming Pays. 


Whether it is best to try to grow a 
larger quantity ofany given crop than 
was produced last year may be an open 
question, but as relates to many, perhaps 
to most, farmers there can be no doubt 
that ıt will pay well to grow larger crops 
per acre, says the Practical farmer.

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HE CRACKS A WHIP. 


Bat He Is s Phenomenal Artist In the Use 
of the Lash. 

A decided sensation has been created 
in Vienna bya man who probably stands 
alone in the world in his particular line 
of performance. This gentleman’s name 
is Piskslug, and he is an Austro-Hun- 
garian by birtb. He is an expert, or, 
rather, a phenomenal artist, in the use 
of the whip. 

The first thing he does is to take a 
long lashed, stout handled whip in each 
hand, and, with orchestral accompani- 
ment, proceed to crack or snap them at 
a terrific rate. The sound made by his 
whips in this manner is graduated from 
a noise like a rifle report to the soft click 
of a billiard ball. It makes a curions sort 
of music and serves to how how he 
can regulate the force of each stroke, 

More interest, however, is evinced 
when he seizes a vicious looking whip 
with an abnormally long lash. It is pro- 
vided with a very heavy handle of medi- 
um length. This is his favorite toy, and 
what he can do with it is really won- 
derful He first gives an idea of what 
fearful force there lies in a whip lash in 
the hands of an expert. 

A large frame, over which is stretched 
acalf or sheep skin, is brought on the 
stage. This is marked with dots of red | 
paint. The man with the whip steps up, 
and, swinging the lash round his head, 
lets fly at the calfskin. With every blow 
he actually pulls a piece right out from 
the leather, leaving a clean cut hole. 

These pieces are distributed among 
the audience to show that there is no 
trickery about the performance. After | 
this he takes a frame with three shelves. 
On these there are a dozen or more of 
medium sized apples lying very close to- 
gether and provided with large numbers. 
Any one in the audience may designate 
which apple he wishes strack, and the 
unerring lash snatches it out like a flash. 

A still more difficult feat is the snap- 
ping of coins from a narrow necked 
bottle. A piece of silver about the size 
of half a crown is put over the cork of 
the bottle, which stands on the edge of 
a table. The whip artist, without ap- 
pearing to take any sort of aim, sends 
the long lash whizzing through the air 
and picks off the coin without jarring 
the bottle, much less breaking it.—Vi- 
enna Letter.

A Pipe Mouthpiece Three Inches Long 
Worth From $12 to $15. 

I that real amber?“ asked the man 
as he held up a pipe before the dealer. 
The pipe was a handsome brier wood one, 
and it had a clear amber monthpiece 
nearly three inches long. The price mark 
was $3.50, 

“Yes, it’s real amber, said the deal- 
er. That is, it’s as real as any amber 
you can get nowadays in a pipe. It is 
not cut from a piece of amber, bat is 
made by a melting process. Ninety per 
cent of that mouthpiece is amber. The 
other 10 per cent is a compositiun used 
to harden it and make it stick together. 
Some years ago amber was plenty, and 
u pipe like that would have a month- 
piece of amber cut from a block and nev- 
er melted. But the amber mines have 
practically given cut, and you can't get 
any more big pieces. A piece of cuf am- 
ber as long as that on the pipe you have 
there would be worth from $12 to $15, 
and it wouldn't be a bit better than the 
manufactured amber. It wouldn't be so 
durable and would not fee] any better 
between the teeth. 

I was in England a year ago, said 
a man who had listened to the conver- 
sation, ‘‘and one of the largest pipe 
manofacturers there said that there had 
not been a piece of amber as long as 
three inches in the market for five 
years. ” 

„That's so, said the pipe seller. 
‘Yonu may get a pipe with a genuine cut 
amber mouthpiece in sume stores in 
New York, but if you look up ita record 
you will find it was made eight or ten 
years ago and has been in stock. This 
composition is used today in expensive 
meerschaums as well asin brier woods. ”

Referring to recent experiments on 
the subject, Dr. Shrady says: ‘*The re- 
salts justify the conclusion that the dis- 
comfort felt in crowded, ill ventilated 
rooms is not due to excessive carbonio 
acid or to bacteria or in most cases 
to dusts of any kind, but isin reality 
dus to excessive temperature and un- 
pleasant odors. Nothing in these er- 
periments shows the canse of the un- 
pleasant, musty odor of an unventilated 
room, and attention is called to the 
curious fact that cases of fainting in 
crowded rooms usually ccour in women 
and are connected, the authors think, 
with defective respiratory action due 
to tight lacing. Finally these investi- 
gations, the authors declare, go to prove 
that some of the theories npon which 
modern systems of ventilation are based 
are either without foundation or doubt- 
ful, and that the problem of securing 
comfort and health in inhabited rooms 
requires the consideration of the best 
methods of preventing or disposing of 
dust of various kinds, of regulating 
temperature and moisture and of carry- 
ing off poisonous gases derived from 
heating and lighting apparatus rather 
than of simply diluting the air to a ocer- 
tain standard of proportion of carbonic 
acid present. 

TEMPORARY BLOOD SUBSTITUTE. 


Why Baline Solution Is Injected Into the 
Veins of Wounded Persoas. 1 

Occasionally in cases of seriohs 
wounds where there has been great loss 
of blood the published reports state 
that ‘‘saline solution“ was injected into 
the veins to supply the deficiency. The 
average reader, however, bas a vory 
vague if any idea how a solution of 
salt takes the place of blood. 

Not to go into a complete analysis of 
the blood, it is sufficient to note that of 
1,000 parts, 780.15 is composed of wa- 
ter, albumen 65 parts, sodium and po- 
tassium 8.871, coloring matter (eup- 
plied by the red blood corpuscles) 138, 
leaving only some 12 parta to becom- 
posed of fibrin, fat, calcium and mag- 
nesium, etc. Where there is serious loss 
of blood a state of collapse sets in, be- 
cause the normal weight of blood being 
reduoed the heart’s action is dimin- 
ished, there being less resistance for 
that organ to overcome. 

To counteract the result of shock and 
collapse.it is necessary to stimulate the 
heart by restoring the normal weight, 
in other words to get it to work by giv- 
ing it something to work on, As the 
analysis shows, of 1,000 parts of blood 
nearly 800 are composed of water and 
sodium, and therefore a plain saline 
solution makes a good substitute. The 
heart does not know the difference, and 
it goes to pumping away as usual as 
soon as thie imitation blood gets in the 
yeins. The saline solution serves to tide 
tbe patient over the danger point. As 
the food is converted into chyle, new 
blood is formed, the red corpuscles are 
supplied rapidly from the normal tissues, 
and the saline solution is thrown off 
through the secretions in the usual way. 

Formerly transfusion of blood was 
the means employed, but this always 
objectionable method has been supplant- 
ed. The greatest objection to the trans- 
fasion of blood from one person to an- 

other was that to supply the necessary 
amount to restore the wounded patient 
it was inevitable that the volunteer 
should be almost as badly drained, so 
that the physician would bave two pa- 
tients on his hands where he bad one 
Besides there was always the risk of 
tranefosing disease to the patient with 
the other's blood. Dogs and sheep have 
been sacrificed to surgery for this pur- 
pose, but most people prefer to use blood 
of their own manufacture to any im-

Expenses of the Aseombly. 


Coiaptroller Grabam savs that the ex- 
penses of the Legislature will be about 
5127000. The amount appropriated by 
each General Assembly for the one suc- 
ceeding it is $125,000. The present As- 
sembly will go over that only about 
$2,000 and the amoant would not have 
been reached bad it not been for the ex- 
traordinary expenses of the contested 
election cases, two in the Senate and 
three in the House, amounting in all to 
about $6,000. An urgent deficiency bill 
was passed appropriating $10,000 
for this: purpose, but Comptroller 
Grabam says tha: no more than $2,000 of 
this will be used. The last session of 
the legislature cost the State $160,000, 
and the one before about $145,000.

HONOR TO WHOM HONOR IS DUE. 


In last Saturday's issue we published 
the March term, 1896, Grand Jury teport. 
and as bearing on the same subject, as 
purveyors of local news, we reprint from 
the News of Thursday. a letter to the 
public from Dr. L. 8. Bell, the foreman, 
giving some of the inside history of the 
investigations which bave su aroused and 
interested the goud peovle ofthe county. 
Editors Wicomico News:— 

“Your article in last week’s paper en- 
titled Salisbury Lexowed"” gives me 
almcst the entire credit fer the so called 
“Lexowing.” III felt that I bad earned 
the honor, I assure you that I should 
have prized it most highly. The fact re- 
mains tbat I was only one of thetwenty- 
three jurors, and their earnest and in- 
telligent support I hereby brar witness. 
These men were under oath to perform 
certain duties to the State and to the 
community. Personal friend-hip could 
not be considered. The cold, naked 
truth of sworn evidence was all we had 
to consider. “With malice towards none 
with charity for all, with firmness in the 
right, as God gives us to see the ight,“ 
all cases that came before us were judged 
to the best of our ability. Many trivial 
cases which should have gone before a 
magistrate were thrown out to save 
the county expense. 

We profess to being a civilized com- 
munity, if eo, we should also be a law 
abiding one. That the law was openly 
and flagrantly violated in Salisbury is a 
notorious fact, and plainly admitted in a 
card issued to the public by the associa- 
tion of Liquor Dealers of Salisbury. 

The resolution as passed and published 
was as follows: 

“Resolved, That the provisions of the 
law regulating the sale of liquors in Wi- 
comico county, and prohibiting its sale 
on Sundays and to minors, should be 
strictly enforced. And we hereby pledge 
ourselves and agree to observe said pro- 
visions, and to aid the ufficers of the law 
in enforcing the same by giving to the 
proper authorities information of any 
violation thereof that we may in any 
manner have knowledge of.” 

With a single exception this was 
signed by every dealer licensed to 
sell liquor in Salisbury. What 
aid the other officers of the law 
have from the gentlemen who signed 
this resolution in seeing that its proyis- 
ions were enforced and carried out to 
the letter I know not. I simply know 
that they did not come before the Grand 
Jury and present any one for the slight- 
est violation, nor lend any help to the 
investigation. Of this I would make no 
complaint. I expect no man to criminate 
himself and would not have allowed it 
in the jury room. That attempts at sub- 
ordination were made waapiginly proved. 
I am also frank to say that as a usual 
thing when the situation was explained 
to a witness, we got trutbful and con- 
clusive testimony—testimony which I 
think will be adbered to before the 
judges. 

As to our report it is true to the letter 
80 far as it goes. I am sorry it might 
have gone further and said more, but 
“sufficient unto the day is the evil 
thereof.”—There was no special inten- 
tion of saddling excessive burdens on 
violators of the law, but I do think that 
the punishment meted out to them 
should be of such a salutary nature, as 
to cause them to have more reverence 
for the law in the fature than they have 
had in the past. I must confess that some 
of the indictments were quite a surprise | 
tome. Figuratively speaking. our net | 
was set to catch the open violators of 
law or the medium sized fish, We 
caught what we set for, and then some 
otber fish became entangled and we 
were forced to gather them in. 

Our action should convince the people 
of one shining fact. Where there is a| 
will, there isa way, and iffoture Grand | 
Juries are composed of twenty-two as 
good and true men as I had the bonor to 
command, neither friendship nor politice 
will cause them to neglect their duty. 
Tbere was not the slightest friction in | 
any of onr actions. The voting on all 
cases was unanimous, thus not requiring 
me to vote at all. Leaving myself en- 
tirely out of the question, I ſeel that the 
thanks of the law-abiding people of this 
entirs county should be showered upon j 
my immortal “twenty-two.” 

Personally, I must admit that it would 
be highly flattering to my vanity to 
know that I could so manage my as- 
sociates on the jury as to compel them to 
have voted as I caid. The reverse of 
this proposition is the true theory. I| 
am entitled to one-twenty-third of ; 


glory. No more, no less. 

And now a prediction: If these pre- 
sentments are properly prosecuted be- 
fore learned Judges—as I have reason to 
think they will be—the open yiolator of 
law will have good cause to realize that 
“the way of the transgressor is hard.” 

And now, with sincerest thanks to the 
many who bave congratulated me on 
what they call tne “good work accomp- 
lished,” with the hope that the work wo 
have inaugurated may be a blessing to 
the whole community, and more es- 
pecially to our boys who are to be the 
men of the future, with an inner feeling 
that I simply did my duty, I am

| Among the thousands of Chinamen 

in this city few, besides the store and 

| restaurant keepers on Race street, follow 

| any other calling than that of lanndry- 

| man. Consequently many Americans 
believe that the majority of China's 

| millions aro laundrymen, who, when 

| not squirting water through their teeth 
upon shirts and linen, spend their time 
eating rats and puppies or indulging in 
the questionable. enjoyments of the 
"flower boats. The truth is that the 

| Celestial Kingdom 's 450,000,000 of tea 
drinkers do a smaller percentage of 

| washing than any other large country. 

| What little washable clothing they wear 

is cleansed in the paddy fields near the 

wearer’s bome, and only the Europeans 

and richer class of natives require the 

assistancé of a washman. 

That important item of expense, the 
wash bill, is reduced to a minimum in 
China, where the European's clothing is 
eagerly sought by young and old male 
natives, who are glad to do up in first 
class order white shirts, white waist- 
coats or anything at all for 75 cents per 
hundred. This will partly explain why 
our Chinese residents prefer to do our 
laundry work to waiting on our tables 
| or eweating on a farm, as the money re- 
ceived for ironing and finishing a single 
white shirt will support him two days 
in his natiyecountry. Another reason is 
that when at work behind his ironing 
board, breathing the close air of his lit- 
tle shop, be appreciates the one hundred 
and one conveniences that he could not 
| afford in China. Tubs; hot water, self 
acting soaps and washboards have not 
yet been introduced in his native home 
and have never been thought of by the 
poor beggars doing up shirts at three- 
quarters of a cent apiece. There they 
stand on the Jow shores of a paddy field, 
ankle deep in the mud and ooze, and 
after soaking the clothes slap them 
against the smooth stones put there for 
this purpose until the dirt becomes 
loosened and can be rubbed ont with the 
hands. 

Within the limits of the American 
settlement of the treaty port of Shang- 
hai are several ponds filled with from 
two to four feet of rainwater. In sum- 
mer these ponds are used by the wash- 
men and for irrigating neighboring 
paddy and rice fields, while in winter 
the ice accumulating is carefally pre- 
served. 

The Chinese themselves do not use ice 
for any purpose, the most refreshing 
drink to them in the hot spells being 
boiling hot tea without milk or sngar. 
Since the advent of the foreigner the

Adhering to his general rule of doing 
everything directly opposite to us ‘‘bar- 
barians, Jobn Chinaman does not be- 
lieve in allowing the ice to form three 
or more inches, but as soon as a thin 
skin bas formed he breaks it up and 
pushes it all through the narrow open- 
ings of the storehouses. The breaking 
of this thin ice makes it necessary for 
the poor natives to wade up to the bips 
in the water of the ponds and with 
rakes and hooks manage the ice so that 
it can reach the storehonses.

THE TRACER. 


How Ho Follows Up Dishonest Purchasers 
on the Installment Plan. 

One of the most important men in the 
employ of a firm that makes a specialty 
of selling goods on the installment plan 
is the ‘“‘tracer.™” His duty, as his name 
signifies, is to find ont the whereabouts 
of delinquent customers, who think to 
get out of the trouble of future pay- 
ments by quietly moving away and neg- 
leoting to leave their new address. 

Nothing could be more foolish than 
such a course, for this is a feature of 
the business that the installment houses 
have reduced to a science. It is obvions 
that in this city the great majority of 
those who purchase goods ón weekly 
payments live in flats. This makes it a 
comparatively easy matter for the deal- 
ers to keep them under surveillance, for 
one of the first things the collector does 
is to see the janitor and inform him 
which families in the house have bought 
goods on the installment plan. It pays 
to fee the janitor for this service, for he 
is in a position to know when any mov- 
ing is about to take place, and the in- 
formation he gives the collector has 
been the means of nipping in the bud 
many a well laid scheme to get out of 
paying a furniture bill. 

Sometimes, of course, it happens that 
a dishonest family will move away in 
such a hurry that the janitor is unable 
to inform the firm in time. In such an 
event the ‘‘tracer’’ is put on the case. 
He sets about his work with the method 
of the trained detective. He is familiar 
with the name and address of every fur- 
niture mover in the city, and his ac- 
quaintance among the helpers is so ex- 
tensive that it is more than likely he 
has a personal friend among the men 
who moved the family he is seeking. 
With such advantages his task is not 
nearly so hard as the uninitiated would 
imagine, and there would be fewer at- 
tempts made to beat! the installment 
dealers if it were better known how lit- 
tle chance a person has to succeed.— 
New York World.

That the officers of the law bave not 
been as diligent in their effort to enforce 
the law as they sbould bare been is the 
general belief. This bas no doubt made 
some fwho are engaged in the traffic 
bolder law breakers, corrupters of the 
the Sabbath.

Give 
the license law a fair test. As the com- 
munity is eaddled with the moral re- 
sponsibility of Sssuing these licenses, 
let us see bow the problem will work it- 
self oot. If those in the community 
who want saloons do not select such per- 
sons ss the law requires, then the com- 
munity can protest against the issuing of 
licensé to them, and the timid may rest 
assured that those who bave taken the 
matter in hand will certsinly exercise 
the rights under the law. 

The law requires the seller te be a 
man of sobriety and good moral charac- 
ter.

THE GIANTS OF OLD. 
E 


[Lizards Three Times the Sise of the Lar- 
gest Elephant and a Turtle Whose Shell 
Looked Like » Hut—Marine Giants and 
the Remarkable Plated Lizard. 


The belief in a race of giants was 
almost universal and held until 
eooni years. Even today large skeletons 
hen found are sometimes reported as 
being those of giant human beings. This 
Was especially true of the period about 
the tenth and eleventh centuries, and 
in the latter a most amazing discovery 
Was reported, which threw the soien- 
tific world of the time into great excite- 
ment. It was said that the body of Pal- 
las, the son of Evander, had been dis- 
covered beneath the tomb of the emper- 
ur Henry IlI. The bones were enor- 
ions, and it is unnecessary to state, 
proved to have belonged to a huge fossil 
elephant. As late as the fifteenth cen- 
tury a war of words was waged overa 
find of large bones, one party claiming 
that they belonged to the giant Teuto- 
bochus. In 1857 a giant was discovered 
in Switzerland. The council of Lucerne 
requested a learned scientific man, Pro- 
fessor Felix Plater of Basel, to report 
upon it, and he not only announced the 
bones as part of a human giant, but 
made a complete restoration, showing 
the man 20 feet high, which the proud 
city adopted as an ancestor in the arms 
of the commonwealth. The design and 
some of the bones can still be seen in 
the college of Jesuits at Lucerne. Un- 
fortunately for the theory and much to 
the discomfiture of the people who had 
raised toa high pinnacle this mighty 
ancestor, it was found to be the remains 
of an elephant. 

Nearly all the mastodon finds in this 
country were attributed to giants, but 
there is no evidence that a human giant 
ever existed over 8 feet-in height, and it 
is extremely doubtful if this height was 
ever attained. 

Giants other than human are very com- 
mon in all branches of the animal king- 
dom—giants in every sense when com- 
pared to their pygmy representatives of 
today. Some years ago some laborers in 
the Senalik hills of India were engaged 
upon a government work when they 
came upon the remains of a turtle that 
proved beyond question that these ani- 
mals had their giants in the days of old. 
The shell which the men exposed might 
have been used as a shelter for several 
men, and at first, before its bony nature 
was observed, it was thought by the na- 
tives to be a hnt of some kind. Fortu- 
nately the bones were uninjured, and 
they were taken out and removed to the 
British museum, where a complete res- 
toration of the animal may be seen. The 
length of the turtle was 10 feet, its 
horizontal circumference 25 feet, and its 
girth 15 feet, but it was estimated by 
scientists that this was uot an adult, 
and that when fully grown this huge 
creature would display a domelike back 
8 or 9 feet high, giving a total length of 
20 feet. 

One of the common avimals in equa- 
torial South America and in Central 
America is the lizard, iguana, which at- 
‘tains a length of 4 or 5 feet and is con- 
sidered a large lizard, but it was a pyg- 
my when compared to an ancestor that 
once wandered over England and vari- 
ous portions of the world. A number of 
years ago some workingmen were exca- 
vating and blasting in a quarry near 
Maidstone, England, when sume bones 
were uncovered that caused profound 
astonishment on the part of the finders. 
The skeleton was perfect, and as it was 
lifted out, bone by bone, their amaze- 
ment increased, and the news was spread 
all over the country, attracting large 
numbers of people. When the bones 
were placed in their proper position, 
they were found to be the skeleton of a 
gigantic lizard that when alive must 
have been three times as balky as the 
largest living elephant and stood upon 
its hind legs like a kangaroo, tearing 
down branches from the highest trees. 
Such an animal was a slow mover and 
‘sluggish and must have fallen an easy 
[prey to the human hunters, if they ex- 
listed.

forms. If we can imagine the little igu- 
ana lengthened out to 30 feet, its back 
spines changed to broad finlike objects, 
we form some idea of the appearance of 
one of the small dinosaurs, Stegosaurus 
ungulatus, one of the most uncanny and 
‘remarkable creatures ever found. It is 
called the plated lizard, and the best 
skeleton was found on the eastern flank 
‘of the Rocky Mountains. Some of the 
plates with which this armored lizard 
were protected were two or three feet 
in diameter and the spines over two 
feet in length. From the fact that the 
hind limbs were the largest, it is evi- 
dent that this strange creature could lift 
itself up and sit like a kangaroo, rest- 
ing upon its powerful tail, which, with 
its enormous spines, must have been a 
terrible weapon. 

A giant from America had a skull 
that measured eight feet in length. Al- 
most over the eyes were two large horns, 
a third placed over the nose. The great 
length of the skull was given by a huge 
crest that was protected by a ridge of 
long plates. The mouth of the tricera- 
tops was protected by a horny beak. In 
life it must have presented a formid- 
able appearance, with a body clumsy 
and low like that of a hippopotamus, a 
long tail like an alligator’s, its head 
calling to mind the rhinoceros, This 
monster was 25 feet in length and must 
have been one of the strangest animals 
of its time.—Philadelphia Press.

His foe was Attila, king of the Hons, 
and Childeric vowed if God would give 
him the victory he would embrace the 
Obristian faith. 

The prayer of a Hungarian officer be- 
fore one of the battles fought for the in- 
d of Hungary in 1849 was as 
follows: ‘‘I will not ask thee, Lord, to 
help us, and I know thou wilt not help 
the Austrians, but if thon wilt sit on 
yonder hill thon shalt not be ashamed 
of thy children. This was the prayer 
of the ‘‘Fighting Bishop’’ Leslie before 
one of the battles fought in Ireland: ‘‘O

them not, but stand thou neater on this 
day and leave it to the arm of the flesh. ”

Tue Worm Has No Eyes and No Sense of 
Hearing, but Is Sensitive to Strong Light 
acd Vibrations of Sound—Ohjects of An- 
tiquity Preserved by Earthworms, 


The common earthworm, despised by 
man and heedlessly trodden underfoot, 
falfillsa part in nature that would seem 
incredible but for the facts revealed by 
| the patient and long continued researches 
of Darwin. Worms, says Darwin, 
“have played a more important part in 
| the history of the world than most per- 

sons would at first suppose." Let us 
follow Darwin and see how this appar- 
ently insignificant creature has changed 
the face of nature. We will first consider 
| the habits and mode of life of the earth- 
| worm. As every one knows, the worms 
| live in burrows in the superficial layer 
of the ground. They can live anywhere 
| in a layer of earth, provided it retains 
moisture, dry air being fatal to them. 
They can, on the other hand, exist sub- 
merged in water for several months 
They live chiefly in the superficial mold 
less than a foot below the surface, but 
in long continued dry weather and in 
very cold seasons they may burrow to a 
depth of eight feet. The burrows are 
lined by a thin layer of earth, voided 
by the worms, and end in small cham- 
| bers in which they can turn round.

They are nocturnal in habit, remaining,

The earthworm has no eyes, but is 
affected by strong light if exposed to it | 
for some time. It has no sense of hear- 
ing, but is sensitive to the vibrations of 
sound. The whole body is sensitive to 
touch, There appears to be some sense 
of smell, but this is limited to a certain 
articles of food, which are discovered 
by the worm when buried in earth, in 
preference to other bodies not relished. 
The worm appears to have some degree 
of intelligence from the way in which 
it draws the leaves into its burrows, al- 
ways judging which is the best end to 
draw them in by. Thisis remarkable in 
so lowly organized an animal, being a 
degree of intelligence not possessed by 
many animals of more complex organi- 
zation. For instance, the ant cun often 
be seen dragging objects along traversely 
instead of taking them the easiest way. 

As we have seen, vast quantities of 
earth are continually being passed 
tbrough the bodies of worms and voided 
on the surface as castings. When it is 
stated that the number of worms in an 
acre of ordinary land suitable for them 
to live in is 53,000, we can imagine the 
great effect which they must have on 
the soil. 

They are, in fact, continually plow- 
ing the land. At one part of the ali- 
mentary canal of the worm is a gizzard, 
or hard muscular organ, capable of 

grinding food into fine particles, It ia 
this gizzard which is the main factor in 
triturating the soil, and it is aided by 
small stones swallowed with the earth, 
which act as millstones. 

In consequence cf the immense 
amount of earth continnally being 
bronght to the surface by worms it is 
not difficult to understand how objecte, 
such as stones, rocks, etc., lying on the 
surface will in conrse of time become 
gradually buried in the ground. Owing 
to the burial of stones and other objects 
by the action of worms, ancient monu- 
ments, portions of Roman villas and 
other objects ot antiquity have been pre- 
served. These have been gradually 
buried by the worms and so preserved 
from the destructive effect of rain and 
wind. Many Roman remains were stud- 
ied by Darwin, and traces of the ac- 
tion of worms found, to which action 
their preservation was mainly doe. The 
sinking of the foundations of old build- 
ings is due to the action of worms, and 
no building is safe from this unless the 
foundations are laid lower than the 
level at which the worms can work— 
namely, abont eight feet below the sur- 
face. 

Another usefal effect produced by 
worms is the preparation of the soil for 
the growth of seedlings. By theiragency 
the soil is periodically sifted and expos- 
ed to the air, and in this way is able to 
retain moisture and absorb soluble sub- 
stances of use for the nutrition of plante.

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STEVENSON’S MODESTY. 


The Novelist’s Opinion of Himself as =x 
pressed In His Letters. 

There is one passage in Lonis Steven- 
ons correspondence which it would 
have been a thousand pities to miss. So 
much nonsense has been written about 
Stevenson’s work, he was made the vic- 
tim while he lived of such an extraya- 
gant system of puffing, that those who 
did not know him were almost inevita- 
bly forced to associate bim with his 
flatterers and to believe that he must 
see himself with their eyes. It is clear 
that he did not. His most exacting 
critic can hardly bhaye judged him more 
sternly than he judged himself. 

“For the nonce my skill deserts me, 
such as it is, or was. It was a very lit- 
tle dose of inspiration, and a pretty lit- 

, tle trick of style, long lost, improved 
by the most heroic industry. So far I 
have managed to please the journalists. 
But I am a fictitious article, and have 
long known it. Iam read by journal- 
ists, by my fellow novelists, and by 
boys. With these, incipit et explicit my 
vogne. Good thing anyway, for it seems 
to have sold theedition. * * do not 
think it is possible to have fewer illu- 
sions than I. I sometimes wish I had 
more, They are amusing. But I cannot 
take myself seriously as an artist. The 
limitations are so obvious.

Wood Ashes. 


All our cultivated plants take kindly, 

to a dressing of ashes. In fact, they cat 
be applied at any time and anywhere 
with benefit, but especially would the; 
benefit the permsnent pasture if applied 
early in the spring, says a writer in the 
Country Gentleman. They would also 
be likely to benefit the corn more 
than the oats. Ifthe supply after the 
pasture has been treated is limited, then 
apply them in small quantities with the 
drill or by band in juxtaposition to the 
corn either before or after it ia planted. 
They not only supply directly needed 
food, potash, with some phosphoric acid, 
but they also enable the plant toconvert 
the starch into sugar and pass it along 
into circulation. So it may be said that 
ashes have a three-fold ure—firet ss a 
plant food; second, as an improver of the 
physical condition of the soil, and, third 
asa chemical actor upon the starch.

TEMPERANCE ALLIANCE 
MEETING. 


Report of the Executive Commit- 
tee and Adoption of Reso- 
lutions. 


The Wicomico County Temperance Al- 
Hance held a meeting last Thursday 
morning in the lecture room of Asbury 
Methodist Episcopal Church. 

Members of the Alliance from all parts 
ofthe county were present. The pur- 
pose of the meeting was to hear the re- 
port of the executiye committee. 

On Dr. Reigaet's motion the executive 
committee and the Wicomico members 
of the last legislature were extended a 
vote of thanks for their earnest work in 
the cause of temperance. 

Below is the executive committee's re- 
port. After it was read and adopted, 
the accompanying resolutions were 
adopted: 

To the Temperance Alliance of Wicomico 
GE County: 

The Executive Committee appointed 
at the meeting held at the Opera House 
on the 17th day of January 1896, beg 
leave to report: 

First. That upon the adjournment of 
that meeting they proceeded at once to 
prepare and circulate petitions through- 
out the county asking the Legislature to 
repeal and re-enact a more stringent 
liquor license law for this county and al- 
so to pass an act giving the people the 
right by petition to veto or prohibit the 
trattic. 

Second. Thatin addition to the pe- 
titions, they bad printed a large number 
of circulars appesling to the people to 
aid in the great work of moral reform 
and in consequence, petitions containing 
about thirteen hundred (1300) names of 
the most substantial voters of the county 
were obtained and forwarded to our 
Representatives and many more could 
bave been obtained if more of the dis- 
tricts bad been thoroughly canvassed. 

Third. That the bill regulating the li- 


| cense sale was passed substantially as 


prepared by your committee, except as 
to the method of obtaining the license. 
Both of the bills as passed have been 
in the Satisevay ADVERTISER 
and Wicomico News, and we recom- 
mend that all citizers read them care- 
fally acd see that they are vigorously 
er forced, as Lo law however good or 
meritorious hasany inherent power of 
selfenforcement. _ 

Already the good effect of the law is 
being seen in the greatly decreased num 
ber ofapplicatiozs. Up to date only six 
(6) have been filed in the whole county 
and one in Salisbury, which one has 
been abandoned by the applicant, but 
the County Commissioners have not yet 
passed on any of the others, and will not 
until the first dav of May. 

As matte’ now stand the 13 licensed 
places in Salisbury will all be closed on 
the Ist day of May and most remain 
closed fortwo weéks at least, possibly 
longer, as every application must be on 
file at least twenty days before a license 
can be granted. The change of genti- 
ment in favor ofthe Temperence cause 
within the last few months is notably 
and rapidly increasing and intensifying 
and is in a great measure due to the si- 
lent but no less efficacious inflaence of 
the women and one of the potent causes 
to this end has been the Women’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union. 

THE RESOLUTIONS. 


While we believe all legislation which 
in any sense licenses the liquor traffic is 
wrong in principle, because we believe 
the traffic iteelf to be an evil, yet we 
recognize the fact that some laws are 
less evil than others, therefore 

First. Be it resolved that we accept 
the recent license law for Wicomico 
County as a step in the right direction 
and an admission that the traffic is an 
evil in its very essence and tendency, 
and one that requires the most rigid 
and strict provisions and penalties. And 
to be efective in even mitigating the 
evil it must be strictly consfroed and en- 
forced. 

Second. That we realize that officers 
of the law cannot do all the enforcing of 
the law and that all good citizens should 
take a part in their enforcement, and we 
therefore pledge the active co-operation 
of the Temperance Alliance of Wicomico 
county to all the officers of the county 
for strict execution of the statute, and 
we at the same time expect these officers 
to giye the strictest attention to the ex- 
ecution of all its provisions and we com- 
mend their careful perusal of Sections 
75 and 76 of the law. 

Third. We commend the County 
Commissioners for the diligent effort 
made by them to see that the law shall 
be complied with in letter and in spirit.

Cheertog Crop Prospects. 


The Climate and Crop Bulletin issued 
by the United States Weather Bureau 
for the week ending at-S p. m. April 20tb 
shows that the season is becoming favor- 
able to the crops. It says: 

Tbe unusual warm weather through- 
out the central, eastern and southern 
portions of the country bas rapidly ad- 
vanced the season, which had been un- 
usually backward, and bas been yery 
favorable for farming operations and 
the growth of vegetation which has been 
remarkably rapid. 

Winter wheat has shown marked im- 
provement generally and is reported as 
doing well in Indiana, Illinois, Iowa 
Kansas and portions of Missonri, and 
while an improvement bas been noted 
in Kentucky and West Virginia, the con- 
dition of the crops in these states is 
poor, some having been ploughed up. In 
some sections of Texas and Missouri 
winter wheat is suffering for rain. 

Spring wheat seeding is well advanced 
in southern Minnesota and about finish- 
ed in portions of Eastern South Dakota 
where some of the early sown is up. In 

North Dakota no seeding bas yet been 
done. 

Preparation for corn planting has been 
pusbed rapidly during the week and in 
the more southernly sections planting 
has continued with much activity. Some 
corn bas been planted fn Illinois and 
Nebraska and planting will be began in 
Iowa this week.
